In  reply  to  the  order  of  the  City  Council  of 
March  22nd,  1915,  requesting  the  Board  of  Flection  Commis¬ 
sioners  to  submit  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  preparing  a 
plan  for  a  division  of  the  new  wards  into  voting  precincts, 
and  the  preparation,  printing  and  posting  according  to  law, 
of  a  sufficient  number  of  maps  of  such  precincts,  we  respect¬ 
fully  submit  the  following: 

The  Commissioners  have  obtained  bids  from  several 
concerns  for  furnishing  200  copies  of  each  of  223  precinct 
maps  and  1,000  copies  of  each  of  26  ward  maps.  The  lowest 
bid  for  furnishing  these  map 3  was  ^2,317.50.  The  coat  of 
making  the  drawings  from  which  the  maps  are  to  be  printed 
i3  estimated  by  the  Engineering  Division  of  the  Street  Lay¬ 
ing  Out  Department,  which  is  to  do  the  work,  at  $1,750.  The 
cost  of  posting  ten  maps  in  each  precinct  is  estimated  at 
$225 ,  making  a'total  of  $4,392.50. 


It  will  require  several  months  from  the  time 
an  appropriation  is  male  before  the  work  can  be  completed 
and  to  prepare,  publish  and  peat  maps,  as  provided  in 
3aid  order,  an  appropriation  of  at  least  $4,500  is  im¬ 
mediately  necessary.  For  the  law  governing  this  subject 
339  Chap.  835  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  Sec.  220. 

In  addition  to  this  expenditure  the  various 
city  departments  will  undoubtedly  require  a  number  of 
wall  maps  as  soon  aa  the  new  ward  lines  gc  into  effect.
